With winter now upon us, it's time to go through and clean 
up some of our junk finds and see if we may have found something 
neat; but it's also time to clean and put away all that screening 
and detecting equipment. Now that we have done this and we're 
still bored to death, we. do what the old time members tell us to 
do in the winter and do research on a token or a ghost town to 
visit during the upcoming year. 


The following story is about one such thing. It all started 
with a friend of mine and yours, Bruce Dugger. He was detecting 
on the eastside of Salt Lake City in a old yard. He found a 
token with the name John Maccono and Good For 5¢ In Trade, on 
the obverse and reverse blank. It is octagonal in shape and 
approximateiy 25mm in size. He offered to trade it for an old 
blue bottle I had found at Eureka dump. 


Bruce and I went to the Utah Historical Society to research 
this token. We checked the Salt Lake Directories, year by year. 
We were lucky and found the following information: 


a. 1892-95: John Maccono, Mr. Lessi and a brother, 
Josepn Maccono, were listed as owning a fruit stand 

at 59 South State Street, SLC. Joseph Maccono later 
moved to San Francisco. 


b. » 1896-1902: John Maccono was listed as owning a 
ret’ail confectionary business at 81 East lst South, 
SLC. Also, his home residence was listed as the 
same. This is probably when the token was made and 
used. 


c. 1904: He was listed with the Bouquet Saloon for 
one year at 18 West 3rd South, SLC and again in 1908 
as a grocer at 702 South West Temple, SLC, but again, 
one year only. 


d. No information was available for the year's 1903, 
1905, 1906, and 1907 or after 1908. He apparently 
moved. 


It was a lot of fun checking into this token, so if you 
get bored and the cold frozen ground has you down, go to your 
local library or the Historical Society and do some good ole 
research for the upcoming year. See you all soon at the club 
meeting or the library.
